Soap. 


Tho first distinct mention of soap 


now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but be 
that as it may, tbo use of soap for wash- 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a complete soap man- 
ufactory was found, aud the utensils 
aud some soap woro in a tolerable state 
of preservation. 
The Gallic soap of 


eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
was very common in France as well aa 
in Euglaud. Soap is spoken of by writ- 
ers from the sucoud century, bnt tha 
Saracens were tho first people to bring 
it into general nso as an external cleans- 
ing medium. The use of soap is thus 
described: "When examined chemical- 
ly, the skin is found to be composed of 
a suhstnuce analogous to dried white of 
egg; in a word, albumen. Now, albu- 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing tho skin 
the excess of alkali combines \vith the 
oily fluid wi!*» which tbo skiu is natu- 
rally bedewed, removes it ill the form of 
au emulsion, and with a portion of the 
dirt.

So that 
every washing of tho skin with soap re- 
moves tho old face of tho skin aud leaves 
a new one, aud wcro tbo process repeat- 
ed to excess tho latter would becomo 
attenuated."—Philadelphia Lodger.

Last evening was the time for the 


regular meeting of city council. A 
quorum only answered to roll-call, and 
the lobby was represented by less than 
a dozen. 
The session was short and 


spicy, especially short. President Tur- 
ley took the chair, and on rapping of 
the gavel the following were found 
persent: 
Osborn, Brati, Harsha, Sne- 


bohm, Hnber, Tnrley, Nnill, Wymer, 
City Solicitor Miller, Engineer Brafcfe, 
Street Commissioner Oraigmiles and 
Fire Chief Williams. Mr. Dillon and 
Mayor Gliddgn came in later. The min- 
utes of the last regular aad a special 
meeting were read and approved and 
the rush was on. 


Mr. Neill wanted the pavement and 


gutters repaired at the corner of Sixth 
and Court streets, and a majority of 
council agreed with him that the own- 
ers or the city shpnld repair same. 


The solicitor then read a telegram 


from the natural gas parties, saying 
that the ordinance, as amended was 
unsatisfactory and would have' to be 
changed before they could 'sign it. 
A 


representative would be here in a few 
days. 
President Turley asked for the 


telegram and called Mr. Neil to the 
chair. 
Mr. Tnrley then made a mo- 


tion that the gas ordinance be read for 
the third time, not for the purpose of 
considering it, but to place it in better 
shape. 
On roll-call Mr. Osborn ex- 


plained his vote against the motion by 
saying he could see no use in having it 
read if not considered. 
The vote on 


motion stood 5 to 3. The question was 
raised as to whether it would require a 
majority of council or of those present. 
The same was referred to the obair, and 
it was decided that a majority of those 
present was all that was nucessary. 
Mr. Turley then explained that he 
wanted the ordinance read, and then 
referred it to a new committee for 
them to consider and submit to the gas 
people. 
This 
was 
brought 
about 


through something that had been said 
by a certain newspaper in the city as to 
the interest and action 
of certain 


conncilmen. 
The chair appointed on 


this committee Neill, Dillon, Funk and 
City 
Solicitor Miller. 
Mr. Huber 


wanted certain words in the ordinance 
changed. 
This was granted. 


Mr. Turley then took the floor to say 


something as to natural gas. 
Mr. Os- 


born asked to be excused to meet other 
engagements. 
Mr. Tnrley objected, 


saying he had been compelled to sit 
and listen many times to the oratory of 
the gentleman from the Sixth ward.and 
now he bad an opportunity to even up 
and he would insist that the gentle- 
man stand his ground and pass through 
the ordeal of listening to this speech, 
notwithstanding James Young would 
be more interesting. This seemed to 
remind the nther members of some- 
thing, and they looked at the clock and 
grew neivous. Mr. Osborn sat down, 
his countenance indicating that he 
thought his last honrs were drawing 
near, and the curtain at tho opera house 
had gone np. 


Mr. Tnrley then proceeded with his 


talk. 
He wanted natural gas and 


thought everyone wanted it, but he did 
not want to bind the city in an ordi- 
nance that would prove detrimental 
and in a few short months its passage 
would be regretted. There was some 
question as to whether or not natural 
gas could be piped that distance and 
made practical. It was useless to talk 
of manufacturers using it at the prices 
named even, when they can procure 
coal at $1.25 to $1.50 per ton. 
Mr. 


Turley added: "I am.accused of neg- 
lecting the interests of the city, be- 
cause my interests are largely in Ken- 
tucky. 
As a member of this council, I 


have, and will guard the interests of 
the city to the best of my ability, re- 
gardless of where my personal business 
may be located." 


Mr. Huber said a certain newspaper 


wanted to know the motive he and 
others had in opposing this ordinance. 
For his part his only motive was to 
guard well the interests of the city, 
and this he would do, notwithstanding 
his actions may not suit a certain 
numb-skull reporter, 


Mr. Seebohm had alao been noticed

passengers carried; and not a single pas- 
senger was even hurt. This is unprece- 
dented in history,and shows that travel- 
ing by steamboats is immeasurably safer 
lhan any other mode of *ravel, and is 
even safer than staying at home. There 
»re 350 steamboats in Captain Chancel- 
lor's district and during the year just 
passed there were six accidental deaths, 
all of which were among the crew of the 
vessels, and affected the passengers in no 
way. The report is certainly a most 
forcible recommendation of the present 
United States Steamboat Inspection ser- 
vice, and a compliment to the owners of 
ihe vessels of the Ohio Kiver and its 
navigable tributaries. There are per- 
aons who be little the river and its slow 
accommodation for travel in these days 
of rapid transit by steam and electric 
railroads, but they do not know what 
they are talking about.—Commercial 
Tiibune.

He repeated hie assertion 
that President .Cleveland waa favora,-,, 
ble to the acquisition of tb< 
and again expressed the opinion that 
it was his intention to have restored 
Queen Lilluokalani and to have nego- 
tiated with her a treaty of annexation. 


He elaborated his views on this sub- 


ject at,considerable- length, saying that 
while*fie believed it was Mr. Cleve- 
land's Intention to have annexed the 
Islands, he naturally changed his in- 
tention to do this through the restora- 
tion of the 
queen when she made 


known her bloodthirsty disposition, to- 
ward those who had dethroned her. 


He expressed the opinion that Mr. 


Cleveland would never have taken such 
R positive position as he did take 
gainst the Dole government and in 
opposition to annexation but for the 
antagonistic and misleading report of 
Commissioner Blount. 


The senator was interrupted at this 


point by two or three senators who 
were opposed to the treaty, who want- 
ed to know if it was not true that Mr. 
Cleveland had withdrawn the treaty 
for annexation made by the Harrison 
administration. 


Woulil Have Supported Annexation. 
He admitted that this was the case, 


saying that it was a matter of record, 
but he still contended that under con- 
ditions entirely to his liking Mr. Cleve- 
land would have supported annexation. 
Mr. Morgan bad been convinced from 
private interviews with the ex-presi- 
dent that he not only believed in the 
wisdom of annexing Hawaii, but that 
he would also have recommended the 
annexation of Cuba under right condi- 
tions. 


Mr. Morgan took up the criticism of 


the present government of Hawaii, de- 
fending it in. strong terms and eulo- 
gizing Mr. Dole as one of the most com- 
petent rulers of the time. He reviewed 
Mr. Dole's history, and said that gen- 
tleman's record showed that he would 
be a creditable head of any nation. 


He controverted the idea that the 


present government was, as has been 
charged, 
missionary 
government, 


claiming that it was in every way 
stanch and enterprising and abreast 
of the times. He said that the people 
naturally sought a close alliance with 
the United States, because they had 
always had the friendship and support 
of the people of this country- 


Speaking of the resources of the isl- 


ands, Mr. Morgan said they were mani- 
fold, and that the time would soon 
come when they would produce enough 
coffee to supply the demands of all the 
people of the United States, while, he 
said, the sugar production has already 
reached its limit. 


He estimated that there were at least 


170,000 acres of land in tbo islands 
adapted to the growth of tho coffee 
tree, and said that the industry was 
rapidly 
developing. He 
thought at 


least 7,500 tons of coffee would be ex- 
ported from the islands during the 
present year. 


He concluded that the resources of 


the country were such as to insure a 
very prosperous future, and predicted 
that Honolulu would at some time in 
the near future attain to great com- 
mercial importance, equal in all prob- 
ability to that of Hongkong or other 
cities of equal magnitude.

Tbe trial of young Walter Helt for 


the •booting of Henry Austin, a colored 
drayman, occupied the attention of 
common pl«*« oonrt today. The cir- 
cumstance* connected with thit affray 
are still fresh in the minds of the pub- 
lio. Young Belt waa tending bar for 
his father, Geo. Helt, the Cbillicotbe 
street saloon-keeper. Austin came into 
the saloon to deliver some root beer. 
He diank a glass of beer and was talk- 
ing to Helt, when the lattei picked up 
a revolver, put a cartridge in it, and 
flonriihing it around, fired a bullet into 
Austin's heart, killing him instantly. 
The shooting occurred in September, 
a week after the regular September 
grand jury had concluded its work. A 
special grand jury was impanelled and 
Helt was indicted for manslaughter. 


The object was to try the case at the 


September term of conrt. 
However, 


the defense filed an affidavit, stating 
that important evidence was about to 
be scoured and asked that trial be post- 
poned until this, the January term of 
oonrt. 
The affidavit «et forth that an 


unknown man, presumably a farmer, 
was abont entering the saloon at the 
time of the shooting and was standing 
In the door when the shot was fired. 
The defense wanted further time in 
which to find this witness, by whom it 
wu expected to piove that young Helt 
was not aiming the revolver at the 
time it was discharged. The court al- 
lowed the case to go over until this 
term, and at the same time bond was 
reduced from $3,000 to $800, which 
Helfc furnished and was released from 
jail.

Etricken from the the journal: "And 
it is further ordered by the court that 
the sentence of ten days in this cause 
commence upon the expiration of the 
sentence of ten days in the case num- 
ber 2960 of this court."

ally meant.
